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forth in claims 1 to 11 are divided into two groups of inventions, i.e., 
the inventions relating to "a monoclonal antibody against the nuclear 
protein of a coronavirus causative of SARS" and the inventions relating 
to "an immunoassay reagent with the use of a monoclonal antibody against 
the nuclear protein of a coronavirus causative of SARS as at least one 
of a solid phase antibody and a labeled antibody". 
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
